More About “*Artemas Ward,”
The editor of the Toledo (Ohio) Blade, u for-
mer comrade of “Artemas Ward" gives some

reminiscences of the late humorist, We make
afew extracts;—

“A curious adventure befe]l him on his way
norih, and we give it as told to us by himsell
In o vilinge in Southern Olno, Browne and a tel-
low ur' found themselves completely
‘sirapped,’ and with no prospect of obunuing
work or help of any kind, Browne's compsuion
hit on & lucky idea, Brownpe was to remam
quict at the botel whilst his compunion wmade
sequaintances outsioe, and by his remarks lod
the people to believe that Pletchor Websier was
stopping in town, The seheme suceecded. The
magniles of the town hnatily eathered und paid
thelr respeets to ‘Fletcher Webster,” who soon
found himsell holding a levee, attended by
uearly all the populstion. A complimentary sup-
per wWas given nnd preseuls forced upou him.
When the par took their departure, s day or
Iwo aficewards, the landlord retused to ke sny
pay, esteeming the honor of entertnining & near
relative ot the ‘Great Kspounder® w be more
than an equivalent lor the bgavd and lodging
{arnished. Unhappily, however, the mick was
digcovered soon after the pair of (riends leit the
place, a warraut was issued, nud they were pur-
sued by the constable and landlord, The ruei-
tives seized a hand-car and attempted 1o eseepe
by its means on the track, but were overhanled,
brought buck and locked up. The Justice, how-
ever, either found the luw had no hold on the
practieal jokers, or thought the whole adair u
good joke, for they were allowed to vo free.

YAt the end of his travels he broveght up in
Toledo, where he was emoployed as u compositor
on the Republieon, then printed. A few loeal
items which he dressed up in spicy lnngunge
caught the attention of the proprietor of the
Toledo Commercial, and he was engaged as
‘loonl editor’ on that paper,

“There was o vacancy in the loenl department
of the Plaindeaier at that time, and Mr, Gra
tendered the position 1o the young Toledo
printer, whose items in the Toledo Repulblican

und Commercial had struck his favey. Browne
av onee aceepted, coming to Oleveland in the .[
summmer of 1857, Here he soon became popular, |
not only by his coutributions to the local
coiumns ol lthe Praindealer, but alco by hiz |
geninl social charactenstics. He was not a
steady worker in gettuing up the local news of
the doy, but he made up tor any dedeiency in
this respect by ‘inventing' startling news iems,
and vy hnmworous adaptations of ancedotes he !
had henrd, aud to which he mauaged to give a [
loesl colonng. It was to fill a vacancy esused
by » lack of local news that he started his |
*Artemns 'Ward' letters, originally lotended to
run only to the extent of three or four, but the l
snccvse of |,
them.
“Hix first attempt st lecturing was made, we |
believe, in Roehester, New York, and those who
heard Bim afterwards will readily believe that |
the audience was both amazed and aused, We
forpet what be culled the lecture,’ on that octa-
sion, but shortly atterwards, in wnhing us to
apnonpee his delivery of the same lecture io
Uleveland, be leit it dserctionnry to call it the
‘Seven Voor Grandmothers'—which he thonght |
perhaps the most taking title—*Habes in the
Wood'—*The Live Secret’—or either of the =ix
or <even other names he suggested, The only
stipulation was thut he wus to be intormed of
the name selected, He added thet it ‘made no
particulur ditlerenes which name was chosen; |
one would have us much to do with the suvject
There was a good deal of truth

which induced him to continue

in toat ioke.

“The jecture experiment proved a sucoess 4o
preat thut he was bimsel! astonished, His plan.
15 sketched to ns, was o visit the prncipsl
eities the tirst year, then the sccond o'ass rown-,
snd then the villuges that had mot found out
what the lecture sctunlly was—but never visit-
ing the same place twice, That would occupy |

monwealth for the same, bearing Interost at a
